Since enr conference in Japurry with before 

h.ir departure for Munich, I have token pai!ns to go over aarelully the 
texts of 'nil the Aussian-lan gunge broadcasts of Radio Liberation for 
noriifi 50 da-rs. With the exception of the output for the .month of 
Doeeribar, 1957, the other scripts examined were broadcasts picked at 
random from the files in the office. 

This report cannot, therefore, be regarded as an exhaustive study 
i or any giver. lengthy period of time. Put I do think toab the. exfuqOrs 
cited below are sufficient to form an unmistakable pattern which in not . 
casual oi’ accidental in origin. 

Because of your special concern over the Victor Frank scripts of 
hoy ember 15 and 23, 11’57, introducing to the RL audience the bkgriphy 
of Kao Tr-< -tung, — a concern which led to this inquiry , — I deemed it 
rest, to divide this inoir.orr-.ndui'! into 2 parts. Part I attempts a fairly 
corprehensive analysis of the two aforementioned broadcasts on J so. 

Part If presents in chronological order, beginning with October 9, If 57, 
and. ending with February 12, 1953, various selections iron the Russian*-, 
language broadcasts, accompanied by my analytical cements, 

My general conclusions and observations arc given briefly tit the 
end of this report. 


Par t I 

The first inn tul'l meet of the Victor Frank sketch of Mao broadcast 
on November 15 br^iua with thi.: passage* 

"Last week, for the first tiro in history, the head of the ‘ 
Chinese Government made nr, appearance at a solemn cession c-C the 
legislat ive body of a European state -- the Supreme Soviet' of the 
USSR, After thv passage' of 100 years, during, which the' arc lent 
Kb? tile Eirpire was in a sit bn of helpless decline and Anarchy and 
was apparently becoming ’the prey of western and Japanese-' a; , rencors, 
tills nan succeeded .in restoring tho unity, independence and power 
of China, in putting it or. the road of internal renovation and 
ranking it a model for the multi-mill ioned masses of Ac- is and an 
important factor in fcMrejpe an affairs." 
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Consider e few of the facets of this gem: 

Kao is the head of the Chinese Government, 
Nationalist China simply does not exist. 

The Supreme Soviet is a legislative bodyl 
Its one-party 99 * 9 % compulsory electoral 
system is totally ignored* 

The meeting of the Supreme Soviet is an 
important session. Indeed, when Kao attends 
it. 

The Western powers, including the United Spates, 
are coupled with the Japanese aggressors in 
China, 

Kao is hailed as the restorer of the unity of 
China, ignoring' the Taiwan regime; and of the 
independence cf China, ignoring its de; endence 
upon Koscow, 

Finally, this internally reformed model China 
is nowhere identified as Communist, 

The next passage from the Victor Frank broadcast shows a change 
of pitch but not of pattern: 

"He (Mao) is a Communist who devoted almost his whole life to 
the study of the doctrines of Marx and Lenin, Yet at the sane time 
he is a ruler completely in the Chinese tradition: he is merciless 
in the struggle for power; fully determined to pass it oh to his 
successors; one :4io depends upon a highly centralized bureaucracy, 
absolutely alien to European concepts of democracy and bho rights 
of man; and who is guided by a philosophy of an equilibrium of 
social iorces.lf' With the exception perhaps of Khrushchev, he (Mao) 
is the rest powerful despot of our time, hut he is striviiy, to be 
an enlightened despot*" 

* What Aesopian language! 

After reviewing Kao's struggle for power and his conflict with 
Chiang Kai-shek, the broadcast rises to a new pitch of enthusiasm in the 
following passage i 

"The famous 'long march' across all of China was not only an 
epic feat of hc’oicu and endurance; it also became a ryrnbol of the 
liberation of •file peasant army from its tics to the native soil, a 
symbol of its transformat ion into a partisan army which was under ■ 
the commend of sch olaily bureaucrat-Conanunists,"

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 

An examination of several weeks' output of the Russian-language 
broadcasts of RL shows that they can be divided, for the purposes of 
this inquiry, into Li categories: 

A. Excellent, good and satisfactory scripts which hit the 

nail on the head and meet the special and basic objectives of Radio 
Liberation. 

B* --.Inept, verbose, academic scripts which, however, arc 
subjects for legitimate controversy and differences of opinion such 
as are found In any normal editorial office, 

C, — - Politically and ideologically barren and harmless items 
which can only bo described as "filler" — material which duplicates 
the Voice of America, *i'aS3 and other broadcasts and which, there- 
fore, is a waste of valuable time on RL. 

D, Harmful, perverse, pro- Soviet items which folic w a 
definite policy of appeasement of Red imperialism and which shew an 
unmistakable pattern of infiltration by elements set upon subverting 
from within the purposes and policies of Radio Liberation, 

The present memorandum concerns itself solely with Category D. The 
U5 items dealt with in Parts I and II of this report do not cover ccoplete 
ly even the period under examination. Dozens of other quest ionalbe items 
where the nuances of infiltration were so subtle as to require lengthy 
elucidation, were omitted from this record. 

But the examples cited, it seems to me, are sufficient to disclose 
the gravity of the disease which has developed in and has aifjicted RL. 
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This situation i; further nrrrpvatcd by the .fact that the dis- 
tinguished and helpful evaluations of "Svidctel," who follows week 
by week tho output of the Rur-sisn-lf-nnuage desk of RL and who 
*ots and points out at 1- ast some '{% of the wilful items, are 
apparently consigned to the waste-bast e$ in Munich week a lice week. 
The staff in Munich, therefore, cannot even plead ignorance as an 
excuse for the type of material it puts out. 

It is my considered opinion, after long reflection, that drastic 
and immediat e action is required to re medy tho situation which has 
caused yon, I \ so ™ch concern, peaking ion 

myself, I do not hesitate to conclude this report witli the expression 
of my profound anxiety over the shocking development which has 
turned part of Radio Liberation — designed as the voice of militant 
anti-0 omnunisir — into an effective adjunct of the Voice of More cw. 

I have no doubt that you will deal, with the situation decisively and 
that you will find a constructive organizational solution to the 
problem confronting us.
